GA CONCLUDED CONSIDERATION OE KHMER ITEM IN A.M. NOV. 29 
AETER REJECTING, 0-102(US)-32, SAUDI ARABIAN AMENDMENT - 
WHICH RECEIVED TIE VOTE NOV. 27, AND ON WHICH SECOND VOTE 
WAS TAKEN UNDER RULE 95 - TO ADD TO ASEAN RES ADOPTED 
EARLY NOV. 28 PREAMB PARA STATING "LAWPUL RIGHTS OP 
TWO GOVTS ARE ONLY VALID IF IT IS DETERMINED THAT THESE 
RIGHTS EMANATE FROM SOVEREIGN PEOPLE OF CAMBODIA AS WHOLE." 
IN EXPLATIONS OP VOTES, REPS OP ALGERIA, SENEGAL AND CUBA 
ACCUSED ASEANS OP TRICKERY, HELD US RESPONSIBLE POR DENYING 
JUSTICE, WARNED THAT EPPORT WAS NOT CONCLUDED, AND ARGUED 
THAT RES DID NOT ENTITLE GKR TO REPRESENT ALL CAMBODIAN 
PEOPLE IN UN. 

GA PRES BOUTEFLIKA (ALGERIA), AT OUTSET, RECALLED 
THAT GA ADOPTED AMENDED ASEAN RES EARLY NOV. 28 MINUS PIFTH 
PREAMB PARA ON WHICH THERE HAD BEEN TIE VOTE. THAI REP 
PANAYARACHUN, ON BEHALP OP SPONSORS OF THAT RES, SAID 
IN ORDER TO AVOID PURTHER PROLONGED DEBATE ON MATTER, 
SPONSORS WOULD VOTE AGAINST PREAMB PARA, SINCE IT WAS 
IMMATERIAL TO TEXT AS WHOLE. CUBAN REP ALARCON QUESADA 
POUND IT UNUSUAL FOR SUPPORTERS OF RES TO CHANGE THEIR 
VOTE. ABSTENTIONS ON AMENDMENT WERE: ARGENTINA, AUSTRIA, 
BAHRAIN, BANGLADESH, BHUTAN, BOTSWANA, BURMA, CYPRUS, 
ECUADOR, ETHIOPIA, PINLAND, GHANA, GUATEMALA, ICELAND, 

INDIA, IRAN, IVORY COAST, JAMAICA, KENYA, LAOS, LEBANON, 

MEXICO, MOROCCO, NORWAY, PERU, PORTUGAL, SPAIN, SWEDEN, 
TRINIDAD/TOBAGO, TUNISIA, UAE, VENEZUELA. ABSENT WERE: 

EGYPT, MALAWI, MALDIVES. 

FALL (SENEGAL) CONTENDED THAT NOV. 27 VOTE DID NOT APPLY 
TO DRAFT RES IN L. 737/REV.2, BUT TO REV. I, AND HE STATED 
THAT IN REV. 2 THERE WAS NO REFERENCE TO RIGHT OF LON 
NOL GOVT TO REPRESENT CAMBODIAN PEOPLE AS WHOLE. FIRST 
OPERATION IN ESTABLISHING PEACE IN CAMBODIA WAS TO 
WITHDRAW ALL US FORCES FROM THAT COUNTRY AND ASK US TO 
REFRAIN FROM MAKING ANY CONTRIBUTIONS TO EITHER OF PARTIES 
CONCERNED, AND HE APPEALED TO BOTH US AND OTHER COUNTRIES 
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WHICH OFFERED THEIR TERRITORY AS BASED FOR US BOMBERS. 

IT WAS NOT JUST THAT ONE OF PARTIES SHOULD REMAIN IN 
UN TO REPRESENT CAMBODIA AND OTHER SHOULD BE ABSENT, 

HE DECLARED. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) EXPLAINED IT HAD BEEN HIS INTENTION 
TO HAVE ALL SAUDI AMENDMENTS VOTED TOGETHER BUT MEXICAN 
REP SOUGHT SEPARATE VOTE ON PREAMB PARA IN QUESTION. 
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SAUDI DEL VOTED AGAINST AMENDMENT BECAUSE IE WISHED TO 
CUT SHORT PROTRACTED DEBATE, HE SAID, ASKING IE SOME DELS

EOR EORCES AT RATE OF $500 PER MAN PER MONTH PLUS 
EXTRA $150 PER MAN PER MONTH EOR SPECIALIST PERSONNEL - 
91-3(ALBANIA, LIBYA, SYRIA)-10(9 BLOC (INCLUDING 
ROMANIA), SOMALIA). 

ON UNEE: UNDOR EINANCING, SYRIAN REP COMPLAINED THAT 
RES DID NOT DIEFERENTIATE BETWEEN AGGRESSOR AND CIVTIMS, 
ADDING LATTER SHOULD BE EXEMPT FROM PAYMENT.

BOLIVIA, COSTA RICA, GRENADA, ISRAEL, MALAWI, 

NICARAGUA); ENDORSED CONCLUSIONS OF SPECIAL COMITE TO 

INVESTIGATE ISRAELI PRACTICES APFECTING HUMAN RIGHTS 

OP POPULATION IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, WHICH INTER ALIA 

REQUESTED SURVEY OF DESTRUCTION IN QUEITRA - 89-4 

(BOLIBIA, CANADA, ISRAEL, NICARAGUA)-36(INCLUDING 

US, 16 WEO'S, 9LA S). ISRAELI REP STATED COMITE OP THREE 

HAD NOT BEEN EQUIPPED TO DEAL WITH MATTER AND HAD PRODUCED 

ONE-SIDED REPORT. SYRIAN REP REPEATED CHARGES OP "BARBARIC" 

DESTRUCTION BY INVADERS. GA ALSO APPROVED, WITHOUT VOTE, 
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SPC RECOMMENDATION THAT PEACEKEEPING COMITE AND ITS WORKING 
GROUP RENEW EFPORTS TOWARD COMPLETING AGREED GUIDELINES

AND TENSION REDUCED. HE CALLED ON NORTH KOREANS TO RENOUNCE 
USE OF FORCE AS MEANS OF SETTLING THEIR NATIONAL 
PROBLEMS AND URGED THEM TO ACCEPT NON-AGGRESSION AGREEMENT. 
DISSOLUTION OF UNC WOULD RESULT IN REMOVAL OF VITAL PARTY TO 
ARMISTICE AGREEMENT AND COULD LEAD TO SERIOUS DISRUPTION 
OF ARMISTICE, HE SAID. IN LIGHT OF FACT UNC WAS 
ESTABLISHED BY SC, IT WAS APPROPRIATE THAT ITS FUTURE BE 
DECIDED BY THAT BODY. ROK WAS PREPARED TO NEGOTIATE, IN 
APPROPRIATE WAY, WITH PARTIES CONCERNED OVER FUTURE OF UNC. 
FONMIN CALLED ON NORTH KOREA TOGETHER WITH ROK TO JOIN 
UN PENDING REUNIFICATION, ADDING ROK'S RIGHTFUL SEAT IN UN 
SHOULD NOT BE DENIED MERELY BECAUSE OF NORTH KOREAN 
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POSITION. ROK DEL BELIEVED THAT DRAFT RES CALLING FOR 
CONTINUATION OF DIALOGUE, WHICH WAS URGENT, WOULD 
GREATLY CONTRIBUTE TO MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN 
KOREA. 

KAUFMANN (NETHERLANDS) HOPED DISCUSSIONS ON QUESTION OF KOREA 
WOULD LEAD TO SOLUTION ACCEPTABLE TO UN MEMBERS AND BENEFIT 
KOREAN PEOPLE. HE SAID COMITE SHOULD DO NOTHING WHICH MIGHT 
ENDANGER EXISTING SITUATION IN KOREA, WHICH REPRESENTED 
ABSENCE OF MILITARY CONFRONTATION. STATING PRECIPITOUS 
DISSOLUTION OF UNC, SIGNATORY FOR ONE SIDE OF ARMISTICE 
AGREEMENT, WOULD MEAN AGREEMENT ITSELF WOULD CEASE TO EXIST 
AND THAT WOULD RAISE QUESTION OF PEACE AND SECURITY WHICH 
RIGHTFULLY FELL WITHIN SC'S COMPETENCE, HE INTRODUCED 
DRAFT RES (L. 676). 

OBAME (GABON) SAID REUNIFICATION COULD NOT BE IMPOSED 
FROM ABROAD BUT IT WAS INEVITABLE THAT REUNIFICATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WOULD EVENTUALLY COME ABOUT. HE REFERRED TO REJECTION BY 
NORTH OF PRES PARK'S PROPOSALS FOR AGREEMENT ON NON- 
AGGRESSION PACT, AND SAID NO EFFORT MUST BE SPARED TO 
AVOID WAR IN KOREA. 

AL-HADDAD (YEMEN) ASSERTED DIVISION OF KOREA WAS ARTIFICIAL 
ONE MAINTAINED BY FORCE AS MANIFESTED BY PRESENCE OF FOREIGN 
TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA. CALL FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN 
TROOPS THERE UNDER UN FLAG WAS BOTH LEGITIMATE AND OPPORTUNE, 

HE SAID, ADDING HIS DEL WAS CONVINCED THAT UNC SHOULD BE 
ABOLISHED, WHICH MUST AUTOMATICALLY LEAD TO WITHDRAWAL 
OF ALL FOREIGN FORCES. 

CHINESE REP HUNAG HUA, SUPPORTING NORTH KOREAN POSITION, 

SPOKE OF BLOODY REPRESSION IN SOUTH KOREA AND CALAIMED 
REGIME SURVIVED SOLELY BECAUSE OF MILITARY, POLITICAL 
AND ECONOMIC CONTROL OF US. IT WAS IMPERATIVE THAT 
OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE CEASE AND US TROOPS BE WITHDRAWN. 

WHATEVER LABEL TROOPS USED, THERE WAS NO DOUBT US INTENDED 

TO PROLOG STAY OF ITS TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA. HE ACCUSED 

US OF FLAGRANTLY VIOLATING ARMISTICE AGREEMENT, ANE SAID 

CHINA WOULD NOT SUPPORT ANY PROPOSAL THAT QUESTION OF DISSOLUTION 

OF UNC BE TAKEN UP IN SC. HE HOPED GA WOULD ADOPT DRAFT 

RES, SPONSORED BY ALGERIA AND OTHERS, ON WITHDRAWAL OF 

FOREIGN TROOPS AS IT UPHELD CHARTER PRINCIPLES AND WOULD 

HELP BRING ABOUT REUNIFICATION OF KOREA. 
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UNRWA CG RENNIE, PRESENTING TO COMITE NOV. 29 UNRWA 
REPORT, DECLARED AGENCY FACED 1975 BUDGETARY DEFICIT "OF 
ORDER OF MAGNITUDE NEVER EXPERIENCED" - NEARLY $45 
MILLION, AND EFFECT OF REDUCTIONS ON SCALE REQUIRED 
TO ELIMINATE THAT DEFICIT WOULD BE "DEVASTATING." HE 
ASKED COMITE TO PLACE COSTS OF INTERNATIONAL STAFF UNDER 
REGULAR UN BUDGET. STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY RAPPORTEUR 
OF WORKING GROUP ON FINANCING UNRWA AND BY REPS OF JORDAN, 
LEBANON AND MALAYSIA. 

RENNIE SAID THAT FOR FIRST TIME SINCE 1947 POLITICAL 
DIMENSION HAD BEEN RECOGNIZED AND PALESTINE REFUGEES, 
THROUGH PLO, HAD PARTICIPATED IN GA DEBATE. IN VIEW OF 
THAT, HE HOPED COMITE WOULD CONCENTRATE ON UNRWA'S VERY 
SERIOUS FINANCIAL PROBLEM. HE SPOKE OF SUPPLY DIFFICULTIES, 
EFFECT OF CURRENCY FLUCTUATIONS, AND SAID ESTIMATED 
EXPENDITURES FOR 1975 WOULD BE WELL OVER $100 MILLION. 
"ORDINARY MEASURES WILL NOT SUFFICE." EVEN IF INCOME REACHED 
$80 MILLION LEVEL EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM WOULD NOT SURVIVE 
INTACT. HE SAID "WHOLE SYSTEM OF GENERAL EDUCATION 
WOULD DISAPPEAR" - "APPALLING PROSPECT", AND INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY MUST BEAR IN MIND THAT "PALESTINIAN REFUGEES 
BELIEVE EDUCATION OF THEIR CHILDREN TO BE MOST IMPORTANT 
SERVICE RENDERED TO THEM BY UN." FAILURE OF THESE SERVICES 
COULD ONLY BE HARMFUL TO ACHIEVEMENT OF JUST AND LASTING 
ME PEACE. 

TELLMANN (NORWAY), ARPPORTEUR OF WORKING GROUP ON FINANCING 
UNRWA, STATED THAT PROVISION OF RELIEF ASSISTANCE, HEALTH 
SERVICES AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES WAS COMMON RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR ALL UN MEMBER STATES. IF UNRWA'S PRECARIOUS FINANCIAL 
POSITION WAS TO BE IMPROVED WITHOUT ANY RESTRUCTIONS IN 
AGENCY'S SERVICES, IT WAS IMPERATIVE THAT MEMBER COUNTRIES 
BE WILLING TO FOLLOW UP THEIR VERBAL AND POLITICAL SUPPORT 
FOR HUMANITARIAN AIMS OF UNRWA WITH GENEROUS CONTRIBUTIONS. 

SHARAF (JORDAN) STATED THAT ISRAELI AUTHORITIES SUBJECTED 
REFUGEE CAMPS, PARTICULARLY IN LEBANON, TO INCESSANT 
BOMBARDMENT. WHILE REFUGEE CAMPS WERE NOT UN CAMPS, HOW 
COULD UN REMAIN SILENT IN FACE OF PREMEDITATED AND COLD- 
BLOODED KILLING OF WOMEN AND CHILDREN? HE CALLED FOR EXTRA 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS TO ENSURE CONTINUAL OPERATION 
OF UNRWA, ADDING THERE SHOULD BE CLEAR RECOGNITION OF 
RIGHT OF PALESTINE REFUGEES TO RETURN TO THEIR HOMES. 

MAHMASSANI (LEBANON) REFERRED AT LENGTH TO ISRAELI POLICY 
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AND BOMGINGS, AND STATED THAT PENDING JUST SOLUTION OF 
PROBLEM OE PALESTINAINS IN ACCORDANCE WITH UN RESES, 

UNRWA BUDGET SHOULD BE TOTALLY INCORPORATED IN UN REGULAR 
BUDGET. SUCH COURSE OE ACTION, IN WHICH EVERYONE SHARED 
RESPONSIBILITY, MIGHT BE ONLY EEFECTIVE WAY OF OVERCOMING 
UNRWA'S EINANCIAL PROBLEMS. 

MALAYSIAN REP KAMARUDDIN ISA SAID THERE COULD BE NO PEACE 
IN ME UNTIL PALESTINE PROBLEM WAS RESOLVED AND IT WAS 
THEREEORE ESSENTIAL THAT INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE BE RESTORED AND THAT THEY BE GIVEN OPPORTUNITY 
TO EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT TO SELE-DETERMINATION, INCLUDING 
RIGHT TO RETURN TO THEIR HOMES AND PROPERTY. 

DORON (ISRAEL), IN RIGHT OE REPLY, REJECTED LEBANESE 
REP'S "MALICIOUS ALLEGATIONS."
